THE, JUNK TRADE OF HONGKONG. 
We received ycsterdayaa onpy of tho 
Return of Trade and Trade Reports fur the 
year 1887, issued by tho Imperial Maritims 
Customs. - The following-is the report-uf Mr- 
F. A. Morgan, Comotissioner of Customs, 
Koyloon :-- oa 
i A SEW ERA. 

When, as the result of ttegotiations ably 
carried to a sitcceseful.-issue, the: cantrol of | 
tha Customs Stations on the mainland near 
‘Hongkong was, in the epring of 1887, 
handed over to the Foreign branch’ of the 
Chineas Customs, ‘not only was an impor- 
tant-step taken towards removing causes of 
misapprehension and irritation between two 
great Empiros, bnt sources of information 
in regard to trade were opened out whieh 
cannot fail to prove of tho greatest valuc to 
all interested ; and it will be my endeavour 
to draw attention to the most prominent 
features of this trade, which, heretuforo an 
imperfectly known quantity, will henceforth 
be made intelligible to all who cara to study 
it, and become determinate factor in all 
caloulations of the mercantile intercourse 
between Foreign nations and: this portion 
of the Chinese Empire. 

When, too, on the let June, the Hong- 
kotig Opium Ordinance kecame a law which 
the Coloniz] Government has shown on many 
occasions its determination to rigorously 
otiforce, ‘a stigma’ (to use the phrase.of a 
high. authority) waa removed from the 
mercantile business of the Colony, and the 
chances of collision between Ohinese Cus- 
toms employés and a class of Natives who 
have shown themselves indusirions only in 
gaining a livelihood by illicit traftie became 
minimised, if not entirely removed. 

THE EXTENT OF THE JUNK TRADE. 

>It hos, of course, been generally under. 
stucd fora long timo past that the trade 
between the Oolony of Hongkong and the 
meinidnd of Chins carried on in Native 
raft must be very considerable, yet I think 
that tHe figures iow prepared for publication 
will surpass the expectations of moat who 
read them ; and it is a matter.of regret that 
no previous atntistics are obtainable, by 
reference to: which valuable comparisons 
might. Uo made and pravieus phasza of 
progress or retrogression noted. 

In order the more clearly to understand 
the statistics: now prapared, it should -be 
borne .in wind that the boats under the 
control of the four Stations carry on trade, 
roughly’ speaking, between Flongkong and 
tho following districts ;—~ : 

Capniimoon? Canton and vicinity,. the 
Tungkuun and Aeungshan districts, 
and, genorally, the delta of tha Pearl 
River ; 

Changchaw 2 the neighbourhood of Macao, 
the west const generally and, ultimate- 
ly, places on the West River; : 

_Fotuchow: the east coast, i.c., Swatow, 

Amoy, Foochow,. and places near 
them; and 

Kowloon ; the -mainland opposite Hong- 
kong, ant chiefly in the Sanon dis- 
“trict, . an 

And it should also be pointed out that the 
Kowloon Station is » terminus .where boats 
have to stop and land their cargoes, and 
that pnasing Changchow—as shown by 
separate tables—are many.junks conveying 
cargo to and from Macao, i.e, cargp that 
passes into Chinese territory.rid Macao, or 
has passed ont of China into Maeao, and is 
thence brought on to Hongkong. 

Tu the trade thus outlined is employed 2 
very cousiderable fleat of Native vessols, 
whose entrica at tho Customs Stations as 
they passed and retnrned, during the nine 
-months they have been under our control, 
amounted to no less than 23,815,.giving an 
annual total of nearly 32,000, and this does 
Not include the juuks going to Macao or 
the steam-launches plying (with passengers 
chiofly).t0 Kowloon city, 

The total value of the cargoes carried in 
theas boata, inwards.and outwards, las 
amounted to oyer Hf. Yis. 18,600,000 for 
tho nine -months, or an_ estimated annunt 
total of nearly Hk. Tis, 25,0 0,000, which,

purposo of boiling and producing prepared 
drug for local consumption and for exporta- 
tion abroad; and, on the other hand, that 
the Customs Stations should be placed 
under such control as would ceeure to 
Hongkong trade a uniform and just levy of 
Dues and prompt scttlement of all questions 
in dispute, 

To the too absolute application of this 
tule‘about Opiumin Hongkong, i.c., to tho 
dealing in unbroken chests only, exception: 
was subsequently taken by those whose 
interests wore more immediately affected, 
and it was deemed advisable to introduce 
clauses into tho Colonial Ordinanca regulat- 
ing this matter, by which tha privileys of 
dealing in the drug in quantitics less fhan 
‘ane chest might be extended to a limited 
number of ratuil traders, sectrred aa to tho 
sonduct of their business byt bond to the 
Uolonial Government; and, after protracted 
negotiation, tho Ordinance, with this, mo-, 
ditication, finally became law on. the lat 
June..

SAD OATASTROPHE ON BOARD A 
- STEAMER, 
FIVE LIVES LOST THROUGH FOUL ALR. 
‘The news of a aad and.almost uniqne ca- 
tastrophe.on board tho e.a. Clan Macintosh, 
Which came into our harbour late last night, 
was recoived with painful surprise in the 
‘Fort this morning, ‘The report was te the 
effect that fiva men, including the first offi- 
cer and the chief steward, had been poison- 
od by gaa-in one of the ship's stores, 
NARRATIVE RY THE SZCOND OFFICER 
A pergons! narrative is always most for- 
,cibla, and we therefore give the particulars 
as our Reporter received them from Mr 
MacPherson, the second officer :—‘It was 
on tho 16th, last Saturday, and we were 
nearly midway between Aden and Colombo 
—in Latitude 10°52 N., Longitude.65-2 B. 
We did not stop at Aden, but bad ran right 
on from Suez, Woe had had a very pleasant 
passage for the most pact, bat after pasiing 
Aden we' experienced a strung monsvon: 
At 11.46 in the morning, Mr Williams, tho 
chief steward, was reported to me as having 
fallon- down in the native storeroom. I, 
in company with the butler, and & saloon 
boy immediately went-down. On arriving 
*eweon decks I found a fireman in a state of 
exhaustion. Ihad no suspicion or fear of 


bad air, though I could perceive a nasty. | 


amell as I went down. Inever imagined 
that ‘it was so strong as it afterwarda 
proved'to be.. I simply thought the. chiaf 
ateward had fallen, or that he hod been 
khocked down with something falling on to 
him. The chiof officer, Mr Shortland, camo 
“up sad passed g line down, which was pass- 
ed round the freman and he wea pulled gut,' 
He reoovered, Then the saloun boy went 
down to get held ‘of. Mr Williams, the 
chiof steward. J saw him leaning over ths 
steward’s bddy on the floor and asked lim 
why ho did not raise him. He did. not an- 
awer, and the butler and I followed down 
the steps. with, light each. Both our lights 
went out and wo all collapsed. I. did not 
foel anything at ol. E waa just anuffed off 
ike a candle, and I remembered nothing 
more till I found myself laid on deck.- I 
learnt afterwards that Mr Shortlaod went 
down and ‘put a rope round me and T was 
hauled up senseless, The native butler 
and the buy were dead: when brought up. 
The chiof steward and Mr ‘Shortland 
were also both dead when” they. were 
brought on deck, Every attempt at resoue 
was made, There was.2. rush of quarter- 
toasters, and they were all unly tao eager to 
save those below, .
